But in G erm any, responsibility rests 
on Americans trying to build a new bureaucracy, 
wherpas in Japan it rests on an established bu­ 
reaucracy. 
There is no more Justification for comparing Gen 
Eisenhower and Gen. M acA rthur in the handling of 
their problems than for com paring M arshal Stalin 
and President Trum an. Eisenhower is trying to cre­ 
ate a new governm ent; M acA rthur is trying to use 
an old one. Each Is trying to meet certain political

control, and each is obviously beginning to have his 
hands full.

Trum an is moving to the left In politics at the end 
of his first six m onths In office presumes this is the 
result of a presidential Intention 
A W ashington correspondent as seasoned and well 
informed as Mr. Sullivan undoubtedly Is aware of a 
lik elier explanation of Mr. T rum an’s political position 
at the end of six m onths. He was pushed. 
It Is hard to im agine Mr. T rum an going anywhere 
hand -ln-hand w ith the leftists he inherited from Mr 
Roosevelt. R ather, It appears that he has been shoved 
where he is by the followers who mastered the k nack 
of elbowing his predecessor into whatever position 
they wanted him to occupy. 
Mr. Roosevelt, as is now generally forgotten, set 
out to be a budget balancer In 1933 and became a 
liberal w ith the people’s money when It was made 
plain to him that m ast of the votes lay In that 
direction. 
As a practical politician, he instinctively 
followed the line of least resistance in domestic af­ 
fairs thereafter 
the spending line. 
That line was well established at the time of his 
death. Mr. Trum an inherited it. along with the po­ 
litical leftists whose fate was tied up in it. By birth 
and training, he would have been more comfortable 
as a conservator, but as a politician he has yielded 
to the m inority with the sharpest elbows. 
He has
